Plants  propa¬ 
gated  from  greenhouse  stock  are  far  suuperior  to  those  taken  from  field  grown  plants.  All  stock  is  perfectly 
free  of  white  fly.  With  ten  houses  devoted  exclusively  to  pelargoniums  we  are  the  largest  growers  of  this  plant 
in  America.  Two  iron  fi'ame  Lord  &  Burnham  houses.  40x100  feet  have  been  constructed  to  increase  our  pro¬ 
duction  of  pelargoniums.  All  plants  are  strong,  well  rooted,  free  of  white  fly  and  other  insects.  Clean  stock 
means  a  great  deal  to  our  customers.

PELARGONIUMS 

EDITH  NORTH— Novelty,  1930 

A  most  valuable  addition  to  this  race  of  pot  plants 
and  we  consider  it  the  best  variety  yet  disseminated. 

It  has  a  wonderful  habit,  holding  its  trusses  of  flow¬ 
ers  well  above  the  foliage.  The  color  is  rose-pink, 
shaded  deeper  pink  on  upper  petals,  blotched  dark 
brown.  Each  flower  head  has  six  to  nine  florets,  each 
floret  measuring  about  two  inches.  Foliage  is  of  heavy 
leathery  texture  and  it  is  a  very  vigorous  grower.  It 
is  unsurpassed  for  Easter,  Mothers’  Day  and  Memorial 
Day. 

SPRINGTIME  (New) 

Springtime  is  considered  one  of  the  very  best  vari¬ 
eties  of  pelargoniums.  The  flowers  are  daintily  ruf¬ 
fled  and  are  of  a  distinctive  bright  pink  color.  The 
throat  of  the  flower  is  almost  pure  white  with  bright 
pink  petals,  bordered  with  a  white  edge.  This  variety 
makes  a  very  vigorous  growth,  and  produces  a  shape¬ 
ly  plant  with  good  foliage.  It  has  a  very  long  period 
of  bloom,  and  is  at  its  best  from  early  April  until  July. 
The  flower  holds  its  petals  well. 

GERMAN  GLORY 

Large  clusters  of  flowers  that  are  Cattleya  blue 
with  a  long  period  of  bloom.  The  upper  petals  contain 
two  large  crimson  spots.  This  variety  has  a  very  ro¬ 
bust  growth  and  is  beautiful  and  popular.  We  con¬ 
sider  it  as  one  of  the  best  varieties,  as  it  makes  a  splen¬ 
didly  shaped  plant  with  a  mass  of  gorgeous  blooms. 

EASTER  GREETING 

The  enormous  flowers  are  a  bright  red,  each  petal 
being  marked  with  a  large  black  blotch.  This  variety 
is  remarkable  on  account  of  its  long  blooming  season, 
not  only  producing  itsi  prime  crop  very  early  in  the 
spring,  but  ordinarily  continuing  from  March  until 
fall,  as  do  its  three  sports. 

LUCY  BECKER

deeper  red  than,  its  parent,  with  large  velvety  black 
blotches.  A  strong  grower. 

SWABIAN  MAID 

A  fine  sport  of  Easter  Greeting  with  brilliant  sal¬ 
mon  flowers  of  large  size,  strikingly  set  off  by  black 
blotches  at  the  base  of  each  petal.

GARDENER’S  JOY 

The  ground  color  is  white  and  apple-blossom  pink, 
the  two  upper  petals  having  blotches  of  deep  brown. 
It  has  large  clusters  of  flowers  and  very  beautiful  foli¬ 
age.  The  best  light  colored  variety. 

PRIDE  OF  QUEDLINBURG 

This  variety  was  imported  from  Germany  where 
they  specialize  in  hybridizing  pelargoniums.  It  is  a 
very  strong  grower  and  a  free  bloomer.  The  color 
shades  from  a  light  to  a  very  dark  salmon  pink. 

IMPROVED  MRS.  LAYAL 

The  true  pansy  pelargonium.  The  coloring  and 
marking  of  the  flowers  are  most  extraordinary;  light 
pink,  white,  dark  purple,  black,  etc.,  rivaling  the  pansy 
in  uniqueness  of  flower.

It  makes  a  short  stock  growth  with  an  extremely  long 
period  of  bloom. 

BEAUTIFUL  (H.  P.  Friederichsen) 

New  pink  sport  of  Easter  Greeting.  In  color  it  is 
a  pink  between  Easter  Greeting  and  Lucy  Becker  with 
dark  markings.  Foliage  and  blooming  qualities  are 
the  same  as  Easter  Greeting  with  a  slightly  dwarfer 
growth. 

LAVENDER  QUEEN 

Color  is  similar  to  Lucy  Becker  but  more  of  a  lav- 
ender  with  light  blotches  on  all  petals.  Foliage  is 
similar  to  Easter  Greeting  with  a  growth  more  like 
Prince  Bismarck. 

DIENER’S  GIANT 

Foliage  and  habit  like  Swabian  Maid  with  a  light 
salmon  pink  flower  with  dark  brown  blotches  on  two 
upper  petals.  Flower  is  very  large  and  it  has  a  desir¬ 
able  color.
